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Continuation of 11 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's arguments have been fully 
considered but they are not persuasive. The Applicant argued that none of Salazar, Grundvlg, or Furukawa teaches or suggests the 
limitation of"... home appliances are remote-controllable by a single radio communication control protocol..." (See Remark, pages 2-4). 
The Examiner respectfully disagrees with the Applicant's argument because Salazar does clearly disclose the home appliances are 
remote-controllable by a single radio communication protocol (control command transmission utilizes only RF link, wherein RF 
communication is a specific wireless communication protocol wherein information is transmitted and received by modulating a radio 
frequency (RF) carrier signal with a data signal and then demodulating the RF signal to recover the data signal) (See figs, la, 1b and 
Abstract, col. 4 line 44 to col. 5 line 9). Further, upon the Applicant's request, the Examiner would like to present the U.S. Patent No. 
6,590,928 issued to Haartsen as evidence to support the statement "Handshaking process comprising initialization and synchronization 
processes (such as time and frequency synchronizations) is a necessary and common process in establishing links in radio 
communication and is performed periodically, wherein control data signal exchanging between both ends takes place in advance of the 
actual data transfer" (See Haartsen, col. 13 line 49 to col. 14 line 5). For these reasons, the rejections are proper and stand for all the 
pending claims.
